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MORE WAR POSSIBLE. 


That more ‘war is quite possible is: seen 
by some of the greatest statesmen, among. 
them Premiér Clemenceau of France. Rus- 
sia in a state of chaotic anarchy is a 
fruitful field for German propaganda, and 
Germany never fails to take advantage 
of anything of that kind. 

Russia has“ gone stark raving crazy, 
for various reasons, chief among them 
being the fact that it is starving and there- 
fore desperate.’ Anything may be expected 
from Russia—positively anything. If Ger-. 
many can, or will:even promise to, help 
get, the money and food, the Russians: 
would undertake to fight the aHies’ or 
anybody else. Germany itself is in a sylen 
mood, unconverted, still of the same na- 
ture and opinion it has been, cringing be- 
cause it has to be but biding its time and 
plotting every day ard night of the future 
and revenge, either in an economic or mil- 
itary, or both. That these two disgruntled 


‘ 


nations, one humbled and the ether starv- 
ing, should pool issucs is not unlikely. It 
is probable, and it they do, trouble is 


ahead, and the quicker the allied nations 
see this and take préper steps to ward it 
off, the better= 

Probably the first thing on the program 
should be to vet food to any nation that 
is starving, ineluding Russia, and the next 
step to put the thumb-screws down so 
hard on the Huns that they will realize 
that any effort on their part to start some 
thing, again, will qnean actual annibila- 
tion. 

They have been whipped in a military 
way, but their factories are untouched and 
ready to open full blast as soon as their 
internal troubles are adjusted and raw 
material can be got. In this they should 
be disciplined, also, until such time, at 
least, as they have learned the lesson of 
honor, honesty and integrity which have 
never yet been beat into their thick and 
brutish skulls. They stole all the machin- 
ery out of the French factories and ship- 
ped it to Germany, and until they take it 
back and install it right where they found 
§t, no civilized country should buy an ar-
